BUSINESS, SAYS CHINA RADIO

Peiping ‘Broadcast ' Asserts Organization 
Has No Right to Act on 


of ‘Spies.’ 


TOKYO, Dec. 13 (AP)—Red 
China said today the case of the 
13. Americans convicted as 
“spies” is none of the United 
Nations’ business. 

Peiping radio, without making 
any direct reference to the pro- 
posed personal effort of U.N. 
Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold to amicably settle the 
issue, charged that “the United 
Nations has no right to interes 
fere with China’s sentencing of 
the American spies.” 


(At the United Nations in 
New York, Hammarskjéld and 
his aids continued to wait a 
formal answer to his cable to 
Red Chinese Premier Chou En- 
lai Friday night proposing that 
they meet in Peiping soon after 
Dec. 26 to discuss the case of the 
flyers and ail other U.N. per- 
sonnel still held captive.) 

“United Nations discussion of 
this question under American 
manipulation is both illegal and 
unjust,” the radio said. 

It insisted that the case of the 
13 Americans is ina’s “own 
internal affair. ... It is Chiha’s 
. sovereign right of punish- 
ing spies.” 

The comment was tacked on 


to the end of a long editorial 


the official Communist organ, 
reviewing the case from the 
Communist Chinese standpoint. 

The main argument was that 
the Americans were spies and 
deserved their punishment. eT 
broadcast charged that all 1 
were sent into China by the 
United States Central Intelli- 
gency Agency.

U.N, action, the other two being 
civilians aboard a_ transport 
plane shot down in the Korean 
war theater.

The election board appealed 
to the court for support last July 
after the council overruled it 
and decided to buy a cheaper 
type of machine than the one the 
board had chosen. As a result 
of the dispute, it was not possi- 
ble to get the machines in time 
for the Nov. 2 general election. 
Council Ordered to Proceed. 
In today’s decision, on the 
board’s request for a writ of

rected to procéed with the pur- 
chase of 400 machines from the 
Shoup Voting Machine Corp. of 
Philadelphia, for $645,200, as 
the board wanted done in the 
first place. 


The council, in claiming su- 
perior authority to decide on 
the number and type, had want- 
ed to buy 600 machines from 
the Automatic Voting Machine 
Co. of Jamestown, N.Y. 

The Shoup machine was priced 
at $1613 and the Automatic at 
$1347, in bids submitted to 
county authorities. 

The court held that the coun- 
cil and County .Supervisor Lu- 
man F. Matthews had the duty 
of acting on the board’s proper 
requisition and had no right to 
interfere with its choice. 

Unanimous Choice by Board. 

In a review of the case, the 
court took note of the election

The showdown on the ques- 
tion will come Friday or Satur- 
day when the full NATO coun- 
cil of ministers meets here in 
an annual review session to con- 
sider “the most effective pat- 
tern of forces” in the atomic 
age. 

Prime Minister Churchill held 
a meeting of Ais Cabinet today 
at which Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden was briefed on Brit- 
ain’s position in the matter.

Private sources said those be- 
ing released in addition to the 
pilot, were the plane’s Syrian 
hostess, Claire §. Cheri; the 
wife of an Egyptian lawyer, Mrs. 
Sabiha el Mensalawi, and A. A, 
Attallah, a merchant from Alep- 
po, Syria. The other five in- 
cluded three Arab crewmen and 
two passengers. 

(An Egyptian official in Cairo 
said one of the crewmen aboard 
the plane also was an Egyptian.) 

United Nations truce observ- 
ers launched an investigation 
of the incident following com- 
plaints by the Israeli, Egyptian 
and Syrian governments, 

The passengers apparently 
were unaware they were inter- 
cepted until they landed. “I 
thought,” said Hansen, “the two 
other planes escorting Us were 
just a friendly escort.”

U.S. PUBLISH 
PRESIDENTS’ PAPERS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP) 
—Because the private papers of 
so many Presidents have been 
kept in haphazard fashion, for- 
mer President .Harry Truman 
hopes the Government will some 
day publish the papers. of all 
Presidents so they'll be easily 
available to the public, particu- 
larly to historians. 

Truman said many important 
documents of other Presidents 
are missing and may never be 
recovered. This is so, he said, 
because a President’s papers 
traditionally are considered his 
private property and are taken 
with him when he leaves Office.

“I have always felt that the 
papers of the Presidents should 
be historical documents available 
to all the country,” Truman said 
in a filmed television interview 
with Columnist Drew Pearson.

Thurman Arnold, one of Latti- | 
more’s lawyers, said the indict- | 
ment was so vague aad indefi-| 
nite that a jury, if allowed to | 
consider it, would have to rely 
on “speculation and histofical 
guesswork.” 

‘Trial of Man for Opinion. 

Such a trial, Arnold contend- 
ed, would amount to “trying a 
man for his opinion.” And that, 
Arnold said, would violate the 
First Amendment which guaran- } 
tees freedom of speech and free- | 
dom of press. 

Rover derided Arnold's argu- | 
ment, contending that neither | 
First Amendment nor Latti- | 
more’s opinions and beliefs are | 
involved. 

The question, Rover said, {s/ 
whether Lattimore knowin 
swore falsely when he told th | 
Senate Internal Security — | 
committee early in 1952 that he | 
had never been a follower of 
the Communist line or a pro-/| 
moter of Red interests. | 

Rover, quoting from court de- 
cisions, said Congress not only | 
had the right but the duty to 
investigate matters relating to} 
internal security. In that field, | 
he told the judge, congressional | 
committees have great leeway | 
being limited only to the asking | 
of questions which are material. 

Arnold said Lattimore was in-/ 
dicted “because he held contro- | 
vexsial opinions.”

With Slowing 


West Rearmament Credited 


Containment, 


Down Cold War | 


Korea Aggression Speeded Military Build- 
Up of Allies, Implemented NATO — 
Line Drawn Around Red Bloc—Viet 
Nam, Laos, Afghanistan Weak Spots.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13. 


HILE THE Western World has been talking about whether 
W: is possible to find a way to live at peace with the Com- 

munist bloc—call it coexistence, modus vivendi or armed 
truce—what is being looked for appears to have arrived. 

If there now is less fear of imminent war, as President Eisen- 
hower said, than there was when he took over the command of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization’s armed forces, the fact 
is due to the success of the American policy of containment and 


to Western rearmament. 

The West may already have 
found a way to get along in the 
same world with the imperial- 
istic Soviets without realizing it 
and without stopping the search 
for some magic formula. The 
way is to be so strong that the 
aggressor’s war would be un- 
profitable and, through alliances, 
to draw lines which warn the 
Communists they cannot step 
over them. 

Soviet Blunder. 

The essential rearmament to 

reach a posture which the So- 


viets must respect was the result 
of one of the great Soviet blyn- 
ders, the aggression in Korea. 
Without this it seems clear that 
the United States would never 
have rearmed against non-mili- 
tary expansion by Communism 
and without it the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization would 
never have been militarily im- 
plemented. 


The policy of containment— 
initiated by the last Administra- 
tion with the Truman doctrine 
and the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization — has been con- 
tinued by the present Adminis- 
tration until today the various 
alliances and United States mili- 
tary assistance treaties have 
drawn a line around the Com- 
munist bloc with breaks only for 
India and Afghanistan. 


There are weaknesses in some 
areas. Burma, Cambodia, Laos 
and South Viet N are cOov- 
ered indirectly by the Southeast 
Asia collective. defense treaty 
(SEATO) although they are not 
parties to it. Protection will be 
extended to any of them at their 
request and by the unanimous 
agreement of the signatories of 
the treaty, 

Iran is weak militarily, but it 
now has a mutual security ar 
rangement with the United 
States which will improve its 
defensive power, It extends from 


Turkey to Pakistan. 
Nosth of Iran, Afghanistan 
fs a weak, undeveloped and un- 


protected country. The Soviet 
Union has an economic mission 
there and is gaining in popular- 
ity. and influence. The United 
States has no defense commit- 
ments there. 

Asian Weak Spots. 

The other critically weak spots 
are South Viet Nam and Laos. 
United States officials in the Far 
East believe Cambodia can be 
preserved from Communist pen- 
etration, but are very doubtful 
that South Viet Nam and Laos 
can be. 

This line which contains fur- 
ther Communist expansion is 
guaranteed by collective and in- 
dividual treaties to all of which 
the United States is a party. In 
Europe, Korea and Japan, United 
States armed forces are present 
and insure that an attack against 
these countries 4nd areas will be 
met with the full force of the 
United States. In the rest of the 
world our treaty obligations are 


backed by the threat of massive 


retaliation against an aggressor. 

The Russians appear to have 
very little room for maneuver 
left. They may be able to move 
a little farther into Southeast 
Asia, and+they may very slowly 
infiltrate Afghanistan, but even 
these possibilities can be closed 
if effective steps are taken by 
the Western powers that are in- 
terested. 

The Administration has been 
unable to make any progress in 
its announced objective to push 
back the Iron Curtain. Even 
though it easily is possible to 
start revolts in certain countries 
within the Soviet orbit, these re- 
volts could be suppressed with 
ease by nearby Soviet forces. 
The West would lose its allies in- 
side the country and ultimate 
ro would be more diffi- 
cult. 

The first step in liberation is 
to get the Russians out of Ger- 
many and A This was at- 
tempted at the Berlin conference 
this spring, but the attempt did 
not succeed. 

The fact today is that the 
Communist bloc and “wale 

an 


opposing powers is not deter- 


manpower that the industrial 
strength can arm and support. 
In an all-out war, it is believed 
the West can arm and support 
about three times the manpower 
that the Communist bloc can. 


It is this fact that makes un- 
tenable the Knowland thesis 
that, as an atomic stalemate be- 
tween the United States and the 
Soviet Union approaches, - the 
West will grow progressively 
comparatively weaker and will 
be unable to stand against So- 
viet nibbling. 


The Free World is well able, 
if it has the will, to keep ahead 
of Soviet and Communist mili- 
tary power indefinitely into the 
future, 


The Administration’s point of 
view is that at the present time 
the rearmament program has 
succeeded in producing a mili- 
tary stand-off which the Soviets 
are unlikely to disturh bv re--~t 
to war. The competition for un- 
committed states has suincd 
from the military sphere to the 
economic and psychological. 


From the point of view of the 
Free World, the resources of 
our present and prospective al- 
lies should be developed so that 
the allies can bear some part of 
the burden. This is the long- 
range self-interest behind the 
economic aid program being 
prepared for Asia. It also has 
logical application in South 
America. 


It is not generally realized in 
the United States how impor- 
tant industrialization has be- 
come in the minds of the unde- 
veloped peoples. They see the 
wealth, the high standard of liv- 
ing and the power of the United 
States and they attribute it, 
properly in the main, to our in- 
dustrialization. 

They believe that they have 
a right to share in the wealth 
and standard of living. 


These states also suspect the 
motives of the United States. 
They look for hidden dangers of 
imperialism, economic colonial- 
ism in economic aid programs. 
Many friendly officials of Asiatic 
countries have told the writer 
that aid programs would attract 
less suspicion if they were con- 
ducted through an international 
organization instead of by the 
United States alone. 


Hard Bargainers. 


Although the Soviets are hard 
bargainers, \they seem to have 
been able to convince the re- 
cipients of their aid and tech- 
nical assistance that a favor is 


and Red China are profuse in 
public expressions of apprecia- 
tion. 


On Nov. 9 the Red Chinese 
radio proclaimed: “Not a single 
capitalist country could have 
rendered. such. effective and 
technically competent assistance 
to the people’s democracies as 
the Soviet Union is rendering 
them. The point is not only that 
this assistance is superb, the 
chief point is that at the bottom 
of this co-operation lies the sin- 
cere desire to help one another 
and to. promote the economic 
progress of ail.”

Senator Byrd on the Budget 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I regard Secretary Humphrey as 
one of the ablest men who have ever 
guided the Treasury, but I am very 
much disappointed in his statement 
that there is no prospect of balancing 
the budget for the fiscal year begin- 
ning next July 1. 


This means that we will then start 
the twenty-third deficit year in the 
past twenty-six. It is time that the 
Administration and the Congress 
face up to the reality of our fiscal 
situation. Since the deficit spending 
began we have increased the federal 
debt frem 16 billion dollars to ap- 
proximately 280 billion dollars. 


No prospect is now held out that 
the budget will be brought into bal- 
ance this year or next. We are enjoy- 
ing the greatest prosperity in our his- 
tory. We are not engaged in war. If 
we can not balance the budget now, 
I ask, when can we balance it? Are 
we on a chronic deficit basis? 

During the period of this deficit 
spending we have accumulated astro- 
nomical debt. Our children and fu- 
ture generations must pay the inter- 
est, and some day they will have to 
pay the principal. Meanwhile, deficit 
spending has been the main factor in 
reducing the purchasing power of 
the American dollar from 100 cents 
in 1942 to 52 cents today. 

The forémost plank in President 
Eisenhower’s campaign was the 

promise of a balanced budget. A re- 
duction of 7 per cent in government 
spending this year would place our 
financial affairs on a pay-as-you-go 
basis without increasing taxes. In 
the third year of his Administration 
it is time that he fulfilled his cam- 
paign pledge. 

We have given away 40 billion 
dollars to foreign nations, all of which 
has been added to the public debt. The 
first thing we should do is to elimi- 
nate economic aid to other countries, 
all of which have smaller debts’than 
ours. Few will deny that there is op- 
portunity for retrenchment by the 
elimination of waste and extrava- 
gance in every single activity of the 
government. 


If we continue to play Santa Claus 
to our people at home and half of 
the world abroad, we can expéct 
nothing but collapse of our currency 
with all, of its terrible consequences. 

The private enterprise system is 
based upon the principle that the 
people support the Government and 
not the Government the people.

While the Justice Department has reopened 
the investigation of federal tax scandals, the 
public will feel that the whole story has not 
been told. 

Theodore C. Link reports in a copyrighted 
article for the Sunday Post-Dispatch that the 
new inquiry began after President Eisenhower 
himself took a hand. That, however, was last 
April. The federal grand jury in Omaha just 
recently began its work. 

Why was the tax inquiry put under wraps 
between the end of 1952 and the present mo- 
ment? How did it happen that efforts te hobble 
a sweeping investigation were permitted, as Mr. 
‘Link reports today, over four long years? 

In 1952, under the Democratic Congress, two 
House committees were intently pursuing the 
facts about tax scandals involving the Internal 
Revenue Bureau and the Justice Department. 
One subcommittee led by Congressman King of 
California produced a report calling for stiff new 
tax regulations and reform in the tax bureau. 
The other group, led by Congressman Chelf of 
Kentucky, had as counsel Stephen A. Mitchell, 
later Democratic National Chairman. Its work 
was not fully completed when the Republicans 
assumed contro] of Congress. 

These investigations had largely been prompt- 
ed by the vigorous one-man investigation and 
disclosures of Senator Williams, Delaware Re- 
publican. So when the Republicans took over 
Congress, Senator Williams was proposed as 
chairman of a special Senate Finance subcom- 
mittee to keep a watchful eye on tax matters. 
But Senator Williams was immediately gagged. 

The Finance Committee adopted a rule saying 
no Senator could disclose anything about tax 
cases without majority approval of the commit- 
tee. Senator Williams stated angrily that he 
would not serve under such a rule. 

The Wall Street Journal suggested that “the 
G.O.P. leadership will be accused of having 
served notice that there may be two kinds of 
graft and two kinds of corruption as well as 
two parties.” 

In April 1954, aftér facing this runaround in 
Congress, Senator Williams went to see the 
President to try to get a new investigation start- 
ed. At that time Mr. Eisenhower told reporters 
he had suggested that Williams consult. with 
other departments about such inquiries. Mr. 
Link reports that Justice Department agents 
later began the investigations which led to the 
work of the grand jury in Omaha. 

The strange thing is that two years elapsed 
between the earlier inquiries and the Omaha 
project, and seven months elapsed between 
Senator Williams’s visit to the White House and 
the current. grand jury investigation. Even 
stranger is the fact that Senator Williams 
seemed to receive more co-operation under Dem- 
ocratic control than from fellow Republicans. 

The new investigation still centers around 

tax scandals of the Truman Administration, 
which is well and good. . But the efforts to keep 
Senator Williams out of action strongly suggest 
that the inquiry ought to be brought down to 
the present and up to date. 
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Not Necessarily Inconsistent 

At first glance there seems to be a fatal in- 
consistency between the Soviet Union’s reported 
desire to ease relations with the West, and its 
renewed charges in the U.N. that the United 
States is committing “aggression” against Com- 
munist China by supporting the Nationalists on 
Formosa, 

A moment’s reflection on the peculiar nature 
of Soviet policy and propaganda will show that 
this is not necessarily so. For it is characteristic 
of Russia that a change in the line is often slow 
to take effect throughout all the propaganda out- 
lets where it may be expressed. 

The record now. being played in the U.N. 
about aggression in China was started turning 
many weeks ago, when the assembly’s agenda 
was drafted. It is the same record which the 
Russians play at every assembly session, to prove 
what tender friends they are of the Chinese 
Communist regime. 

Once a record like this gets started, it plays 
and plays and plays. Even though Premier Mal- 
enkov may in the meantime have said something 
to Ambassador Bohlen which is interpreted as 
indicating a change in the Soviet line, the 
“China aggression” record can go on turning just 
because nobody in Moscow has got around yet 
to turning it off. 

In short, it is possible for the Russians to of- 
fer a genuine olive branch and at the same time 
denounce the intended recipient as an aggressor. 


» In this case only subsequent events can make 


clear which is the true, the genuine, the undi- 
luted version of the Kremlin’s present mood. 
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Roy M. Cohn Defends His Country 


Some day the newspapers of the country, we 
hope, will get around to telling their readers 
about the military “service” of a single young 
man by the name of Roy M. Cohn, Mr. Cohn, 
who was the super-patriotic, indispensable chief 
counsel of a certain Senate subcommittee— 
since resigned under fire—has had contacts with 
both selective service and the New York Na- 
tional Guard. 

Taking up the latter first, we now learn, via 
the Associated Press, from Brig. Gen. William 
H. Kelly, Adjutant General of the New York 
Guard at Albany that Mr. Cohn’s attendance at 
drills has been “below the minimum fequire- 
ment.” Indeed his attendance at drills was so 
low that he might have been drafted for failure 
to fulfill his National Guard requirements. But 
he received draft deferments until he became 26 
and “moved out of selective service jurisdiction.” 
After an investigation of Mr. Cohn’s non-attend- 
ance early this year his record of turning out 
for drill improved, so Gen, Kelly reports. 

Draft deferments are an old story to this 
young single man who is supposed to have done 
so much to protect the country from Communist 
intrigue. Mr. Cohn first became eligible for the 
draft, Feb. 20, 1945. His Draft Board classified 
him 1-A and he would have gone into uniform al- 
most immediately; the losses in the Battle of the 
Bulge were still a horror in Europe and in 
the Pacific victory was still a half year away. 

Mr. Cohn obtained a West Point nomination 
and was deferred. He did not pass the exacting 
physical examination. He was re-classified 1-A. 
He obtained a second West Point nomination. 
That time he did not bother to take the physical 
examination. He was again reclassified 1-A. He 
obtained a third West Point nomination. Where- 
upon the Draft Board properly enough refused 
to defer him. With selective service about to get 
him, Mr. Cohn appealed the ruling of the Draft 
Board. His formal appeal stalled off action until 
V-J day and the cessation of the draft. 

Now the New York National Guard says that 
Mr. Cohn compiled a training record “below the 
minimum requirement” for at least two years. 

Why, we wonder, is it that almost wherever 
you go in this country people say that their news- 


papers have not printed the facts about Roy M. 
Cohn's draft deferments and how they were 
achieved? It is inconceivable that Mr. Cohn has 
that much influence over the press. But then 
why have the newspapers passed over one of the 
real news stories of 1954? 
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Charles Nagel to Art Hill 

On many counts the selection of Charles Nagel 
to be director of the City Art Museum beginning 
next July 1 is a happy choice.

A graduate of Yale and trained in fine arts there, 
he was an assistant professor of art history and 
decorative arts curator at Yale for six years in 
the '30s. In his student days his scholarship in 
art won him an award that took him to the 
American overseas art school an Fontainbleau. 

In addition to being thoroughly experienced as 
a museum director and as an academic teacher 
and curator of art, Mr. Nagel has a qualification 
for his work that very few museum directors 
ever acquire. He has had a substantial experi- 
ence as an architect. He practiced designing and 
building in Boston and St. Louis from 1927 to 
1930 and again in St. Louis from 1936 until he 
became acting director on Art Hill when Perry 
T. Rathbone went into the Navy in 1942. 

While Mr. Nagel passes these professional tests 
with very high marks, his many friends here 
will be disposed to consider also important the 
fact that he comes of one of the best-known of 
St. Louis families—a family $0 known for the 
best of reasons. A native of this city, he is a 
son of the late Charles Nagel, Secretary of Labor 
and Commerce in the Taft Cabinet. Through 
his mother, he is a cousin of Chancellor Ethan 
A. H. Shepley of Washington University. In a 
word, thé name of Nagel belongs in St. Louis 
in high place. . 

Mr. Nagel has yet another piece of equipment 
for the directorship of the St. Louis museum. 
He is one of very few museum directors who has 
also been a museum trustee. For he was a 
trustee of the museum here for six years; it was 
from his board post that he became the war- 
time director. This means that he can see the 
problems of a museum board from the stand- 
point of the representative citizen'in the com- 
munity as well as from that of the director. 

St. Louisans will have a very practical way of 
appreciating Mr. Nagel’s departure from the 
Brooklyn museum with its larger staff and more 

generous budget, in order to return to his home 
community. That is to join in making his tenure 
on Art Hill a period of still greater growth and 
development and of ever-widening use for the 
City Art Museum. 
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Concern Over the Aldermen 

Members of the Board of Aldermen may be 
digging their political graves. As was pointed 
out Sunday by our State Political Correspondent, 
Herbert A. Trask, St. Louis civic leaders are 
showing increasing concern over what has been . 
happening to the aldermanic board. 

That concern centers principally on two fac- 
tors: The failure of many Aldermen to devote 
much time to their jobs, and their apparent in- 
ability to work for the general public interest. 
The latter is easily the most serious. It shows 
itself in such form as the zeal with which some 
Aldermen will plug for a piece of spot zoning to 
please a particular constituent while ignoring 
everyone else in the ward. Too frequently an 
Alderman sets himself up as a tin god and, under 
the practice of aldermanic courtesy; dictates 
whether a measure affecting the whole city 
shall live or die. 

The Aldermen need not be subservient to the 
Mayor, although in the present situation it would 


‘seem that the overwhelmingly Democratic board 


would follow the lead of a progressive Demo- 
cratic Mayor. But those who continue to follow 
a philosophy of favors for a few ought to be 
turned out of office. Doubtless that is just what 
will happen if they do not mend their ways. 
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The Pacification of Egypt 

The revolutionary government of Egypt was 
trying to protect itself against revolution by 
executing six leaders of the Arab therhood, 
imprisoning another for life, and holding about 
1000 more for trial. 

The Brotherhood has been at the root of 
most of the trouble in the Arab countries at 
least since the wartime machinations of the 
Grand Mufti. It has picked the targets for the 
stirring masses. So it has been the target, in 
turn, of all who have sought to carry on some 
semblance of orderly government. 

Premier Nasser and his associates in the pres- 
ent military regime believe they have broken 
the Brotherhood by leaving it leaderless. But 
they might well consider its revival after a simi- 
lar crackdown in 1949. 

The fanatics of the Brotherhood have always 
found it easy to raise mass opposition to any 
regime, especially one Western in outlook. There 
is always the Koran with its denunciation of all 


_ governments other than that of the Prophet. Its 


appeal to unschooled Bedouins poorly adjusted to 
industrial and urban ways of life is greater than 
Europeans sometimes realize. 

As things go in the Arab countries, Egypt 
is no doubt the most advanced, the most Western- 
Wed. But this is more veneer than solid wood. 
This is shown both by Farouk’s outrages and by 
the turbulence following his removal for the 
good of the nation. In counting on Egypt in the 


. defense of the Mediterranean, ‘the Western alli- 


ance should recall that education, helped by the 
Point Four philosophy, can do as much or more 
than arms to bring about stability. 
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Sweden Bears Right 

Sweden has made up its mind to switeh from 
left-hand to right-hand traffic in 1959, and we 
deplore it. Once Sweden has conformed, only 
Britain and Greece will be left as European 
countries where the. steering wheel is on the 
right side of the car and the car on the left 
side of the road. 

They say in Sweden that the switch is coming 
about because so many tourists visit there nowa- 
days, nearly all of them accustomed to driving 
on the right side of the road. But why go away 
from home unless you are prepared to do some 
things in an unaccustomed way? Unity is desir- 
able in some human affairs but it can be all the 
richer when offset by diversity in others. 

Now that Sweden has broken away, must we 
look forward to the dull, drab day when in every 
corner of the world traffic moves uniformly 
down. the right hand side of the road? That will 
be the day, no doubt, when you hear the same 
radio programs, see the same television shows 
and think the same thoughts wherever you are, 
and we shall deplore it,

President Eisenhower commented 
that Mr. Mitchell was speaking for him- 
self, and that Cabinet members had a 
right to state their views while Admin- 
istration policy was in the process of 
formation. 


With all but four state legislatures 
holding regular sessions in 1955, pitched 
battles between labor and employer lob- 
bies are in the making over 
“right-to-work” laws. : 

Such laws, outlawing closed or union 
shops, usually both, are now in 
in 17 states—Alabama, Arizona, Arkan- 
sas, Florida, Geor- 
gia, Iowa, Louisi- 
ana, Nebraska, Ne- 
vada, North Caro- 
lina, North Dakota, 
Mississippi, South 
Dakota, South Car- 
olina, Tennessee, 
Texas, Virginia. 

Union labor calls 
these “right-to- 
wreck” or “right-to- 
scab” laws. The la- 


the states will be 
two-fold: (1) to try 
for repeal of right- 
to-work laws al- 
ready in effect; (2) to combat attempts 
by employer groups to forward addition- 
al such laws. 

George Meany, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, on Nov. 
25 warned that “employer groups have 
organized well-financed lobbies to press 
for . . . adoption in many other states.” 

The first of the state “right-to-work” 
actions was a constitutional amendment 
approved in Florida in 1944. The most 
recent laws were passed in 1954—by 
Mississippi in February, by South Caro- 
lina in March, by Louisiana in June. 

So far, the states with right-to-work 
provisions have been relatively non-in-

dustrialized, agricultural or Southern, 
or both. In three other states—Maine, 
New Hampshire, Delaware—laws affect- 
ing union security have been repealed 
within a year or two of adoption. 

. The Taft-Hartley Act of 1947 out- 
lawed the closed shop in labor-manage- 
ment contracts in interstate commerce 
while authorizing the union shop. But 
that measure specifically exempted from 
federal jurisdiction state laws banning 
the closed and union shop. Sec. 14 (b) 
of Taft-Hartley reads: 

“Nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued as authorizing the execution or 
application of agreements requiring 
membership in a labor organization as 
a condition of employment in any state 
or territory in which such execution or 
application is prohibited by state or 
territorial law.” 

The Eisenhower Administration has 
taken the general position that in con- 
flicts of jurisdiction between the Fed- 
eral Government and the states over 
labor-management relations, the states 
should have greater powers than at 
present. But in a talk before the Ameri- 
can Society of Newspaper Editors on 
April 16, Secretary of Labor. James P. 
Mitchell characterized right-to-work sta- 
tutes as “bad laws.” 

The National Labor Relations Board 
in 1948 ruled that no form of union se- 
curity agreement—such as the union 
shop — would be considered valid in 
states in which such agreements were 
unlawful, even though employes were 
engaged in interstate commerce. The 
Supreme Court in 1949 sustained the 
constitutionality of right-to-work laws. 

Labor is now enlisting the support 
of the clergy and other disinterested 
groups in fighting the right-to-work sta- 
tutes. The Rev. William J. Kelley of 
Catholic University in a recent issue 
of The Machinist, a publication of the 
AFL International Association of Ma- 
chinists, advises “all good men and 
women, Protestants, Jews, and Catho- 
lics,” to “seek by every just means to 
get such right-to-work laws repealed and 
(to) oppose them wherever they are 
proposed.”

Moreover, though we are quite 
able to give substantial material 
help, it is not easy for the 
United States, dealing directly or 
in concert with France, to re- 
spect the sovereign independ- 
ence of Viet Nam and at the 
same time to do anything ef- 
fective about bringing into ex- 
istence a government that can 
govern. 

We are in a difficult and deli- 
cate dilemma. We must realize 
that we are not well suited to 
the exercise of political influ- 
ence in a country which, like 
Viet Nam, has just emerged 
from colonialism. : 

If anyone can exert a useful 
influence in such a country, it 
‘is the stronger Asian nations, 
which have themselves fought 
their way successfully out of 
colonialism. ‘ 

They are in these matters the 
key countries, and it is they not 
we, who can exert effective po- 
litical influence in the area of 
the former Western empires.

Labor Organization Assails Growing Re- 
liance on Sales Tax by State and 
Local Governments. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP) than 59 per cent of state tax 


The CIO said yeterday the 
mation’s tax burden is “being 
shifted more and more on the 
shoulders of low and moderate 
income families,” mainly through 
state and local tax policies. 

The labor organization's month- 
ly bulletin, Economic Outlook, 
said that whereas federal taxes 
are “progressive” in the sense 


that rates rise according to abil- 
ity to pay, most state and local 
taxes are regressive in that they 


revenues last year came from 
sales levied on consumers, while 
only 17 per cent came from indi- 
vidual and corporate income 
taxes. It said: 

“State and local tax collections 
already account for more than 
two-thirds of all tax revenue 
which is spent for civilian public 
sefvices throughout the United 


States—for schools, highways, 
health, recreation, police pro- 
tection and the rest.”

Indiana’s gross income tax rang- 
ing from % of 1 per cent on 
merchants and farmers to 1 per 
cent on salaries and wages, with 
a $1000 exemption. 

“It should come as no sur- 
prise that six of. these states now 
raise at least 70 per cent of their 
total income from sales taxes,” 
the study said. 

“Income taxes in most states 
are shockingly low because the 
reactionaries who so often con- 
trol state Legislatures want it 
that way. 

“In state after state, taxation 
based upon ability to pay is 
ignored and the Legislatures 
simply refuse to remedy the 
situation.” 

Calling sales taxes a “grow- 
ing menace,” the CIO said it 
will be possible to réduce and 
ultimately eliminate them alto- 
gether “if we succeed in sub- 
stantially increasing state reve- 
nues by strengthening progres- 
sive income taxes.”

Pushing Behavior

66 AM the mother of a 3-year-old girl, * a reader writes. 
| “Since she has been an infant she has been more than 
active. She went through every stage that the normal 

child goes through, only a lot more than the average child. 
But now she is doing something where I find I need some 
help. She has been pushing children. Not just any one or 
two special] children, byt anyone she comes in contact with. 
“Yesterday she pushed a year and a half boy. He fell 

on the concrete and bruised his head. I gave her a spanking 
right there, but in 10 more minutes she was ready to push 


another child. But when I saw that, I just took my daughter 
home.

“ALL THE CHILDRAN her age are afraid of her and 
really don’t care to have her come ) around since she started 
to do this pushing. 

“I thought of sending her to nursery school, but my 
husband feels she is too young. And I really feel the same 
way. 

“When she is alone without children she plays nicely, 
but just as soon as she plays with someone she starts to do 
naughty things, such as this pushing. Do you think I ought 
to keep her away from the others? Please tell me what to 
do, because every day it seems to be getting worse.” 

We think that one of the best solutions for your daugh- 
ter’s pushing behavior, would be to send her to nursery 


school. She is by no means too young for school (unless she 


is exceptionally immature), Many children are ready for at 
Jeast three half days a week by the time they are 2 years 
of age—certainly by 244. Most 3-year-olds like school and 
profit by it. 

Especially is this the case when they do not have 
enough other children to play with at home; or when they 
need to improve their techniques with other children. Most 
good nursery school teachers are well equipped to help 


children get over biting, pushing, grabbing and other similar 
behaviors.

OTHERWISE, THERE ARE TWO lines which you can 
follow. The first is what you have done—showing her by 
immediate punishment that you do not consider pushing 
to be acceptable behavior. The second is to recognize that 
when a child pushes, it means that some aspect of the 
situation is too much for her. Sometimes it is that there 
are too many other children. Sometimes it means that she 
is too immature to be with other children of her own 
age without strict supervision—since she has not yet 
learned social skills which enable her to handle the 
situation. 

This pushing is a very common behavior, and actually 
the next year will do a lot to improve it. But we do hope 


that you will at least consider nursery school for a few half- 
days a week.

Lowering Pressure 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


ODERN treatment of high blood pressure can bring 
the pressure down as much or as little as needed. 
Though high blood pressure can’t be cured (except 
when caused by a tumor of the adrenal, a rare cause), it 
can be controlled to avoid damage to heart and the arteries 
of vital organs. This is the big res of modern medical 
treatment. 

It came about from settling the controversy of which 

came first: small blood vessels becoming smaller or the high, 
blood pressure. Most cases of essential hypertension come 
about from the small arteries becoming smaller. This raises 
the pressure in the closed circulation of the body just as 
screwing down the nozzle of a garden hose raises the water 
pressure in the hose. 

What makes the blood vessels smaller? It's the action 
of the autonomic nervous system. This nervous system con- 
trols all vital functions in the body: breathing, heart rate, 
eye pupil size, secretion of stomach acid, movements of the 
intestine, blood vessel diameter and others. 

Ne oe 

SOME YEARS AGO, doctors discovered that removing 
the main switching stations of this nervous system—located 
along the spine in the abdomen—lowered blood pressure 
drastically. This operation, called sympathectomy, had quite 
a vogue. Since then, chemical medicines that temporarily 
do the same thing without operation have been discovered. 

The nervous impulses making arteries smaller and 
blood pressure higher originate in several places. These in- 
clude the brain and the main switching Stations (the gan- 
glia) of the automatic nervous system. The nervous impulses 
make blood vessels smaller by making muscles in their 
walls taut, pinching the flexible artery tubes. When the 
artery muscles relax, the blood tubes become larger, allow- 
ing the blood through with less pressure. 

The mildest of these medicines are veratrum alkaloids 
and derivatives of the Indian root, Rauwolfia Serpentina. 
These act in the brain to calm the sufferer of high blood 
pressure, thus lowering the pressure. Hydralazine also acts 
here, and is more potent. : 
‘ «ww * * 

MORE EFFECTIVE still are those chemicals that act 
directly on the sympathetic nerves that constrict the blood 
vessels. They do chemically (and temporafily) what removal 
of these nerve ganglia does surgically (and permanently). 

Tetra-ethyl ammonium hgomide, by injection, was an 
early chemical that dilated -blood vessels for a few minutes. 
It has been discarded as too temporary and because injec- 
tions aren't as practical for home treatment as are pills. 
Hexamethonium or C-6 has been effective. A still newer 
chemical offers promise of longer effect and fewer side- 
effects. It is pentolinium tartrate or Ansolysen tablets. 


Combinations .of treatments help when single treatments 


fail. : 
At Duke University, experiments with a chemical still 
known as Su-3088 offer still greater promise of longer action 
in holding pressure down with relatively fewer side-effects.

The physicians are meeting weekly to blow and fiddle 
their cares away in orchestra practice, preparing for a “public 


rehearsal” before their colleagues on Dec. 16 at the St. Louis 


Medical Society. 


By this time next year they 
hope to add a dance band and 
choral group to their list of mu- 
sical activities. 


Patterned after other such pro- 
fessional aggregations through- 
out the country, the orchestra 
was started last September at 
the suggestion of Dr. Ben G. 
Mannis, who played in dance 
bands and taught music in col- 
lege before leaving the teaching 
profession to enter medicine. «Dr. 
Mannis, who plays first trumpet, 
heads the orchestra committee, 
and Pr. Mary E. Morris, pianist 
and cellist, is secretary-treasurer. 
Committee members are Dr. By- 
ron McGinnis, trumpet, and Dr. 
Walter J. Siebert, violin. 


Starting with a handful of 
hobbyists, the orchestra now has 
grown to a membership of 40, 
with the majority representing 
the St. Louis and St. Louis Coun- 
ty Medical Societies. In addition, 
there are two doctors’ wives, two 
nurses, one physiotherapist, one 
speech therapist, a dentist and 
one medical student.

RESUMABLY, all the bids 
made by experts have some 
basis in common sense, other- 
wise they wouldn't be experts, 
but it is hard to locate the logie 
in many of their bidding actions, 
Take the case below for ex- 
ample. How many “average” 


pairs would pay out 1100 points 
on the North-South cards? 
South, dealer.

Far from being “average,” 
both North and South were rated 
as masters, but no one would 
have known that from the out- 
come of this hand. The bidding 


went: 

South West North East 
Pass Pass se Pass 
1N.T. Pass Pass Double 
Pass Pass Pass 


The defense was not extraor- 
dinary, but it didn’t -have to be. 
South should have taken four 
tricks, but he seemed convinced 
that the spade ace was off-side 
and did not lead up to the king, 
so the actual result was down 
four, 1100 points. 

West. deserved some credit for 
this plum because of his original 
pass on a hand that certainly 
justified an opening club bid. 
Indeed, West was taking quite 
a chance when he failed to open 
but it was a well considered risk. 
West knew that the opponents’ 
style demanded -super -sound 
openings in first and second 
position and consequently light 
third and fourth-hand bids, 
hence there was a strong chance 
that North would open the auc- 
tion — and maybe East-West 
could then “move in.” 

Obviously, that was precisely 
what happened, with South’s in- 
valuable help. Experts may 
preach that a certain number 
of high-card points must be held 
for even a courtesy response— 
the number is usually at least 
six points—but they themselves 
are apt to respond on almost 
anything. The singleton spade 
in South’s hand was not a rea- 
son for bidding—to the contrary, 
it was a strong warning—and, 
with only one ace and one jack, 
the better part of valor was for 
South to pass one spade. Since 
South did not share this view, 
it does seem that he might have 
made an effort, at least, to get 
out of what would obviously be 
a ruinous position by running 
from the no-trump double to 
two hearts.
